its tight for Kansas City babies. The 
last six months its committees have 
been working almost constantly to re­ 
inspect tim dairies.

milk came from, and have paid their

ity of the milk supply of Kansas City 
las improved amazingly tho last year; 
'hat clean, light, well drained, sweet 
smelling and almost flyless barns are 
Laking the place of ooze and flies and 
bad odors; that dairymen who used to 
meet the milk inspector as an enom.v 
now welcome him with a request for 
help; that many dirty 
dairies 
have 
been transformed into clean dairies at 
i total cost not to exceed $150 for new 
equipment; and ihat this transforma- 
ion has been very profitable to the 
ingressive dairyman.

Body Needs Minerals. 
Vegetables ar© much like fruits in 
composition, being richest in carbohy­ 
drates and mineral matter. 
Some of 
them contain a large amount of pro­ 
tein. 
The carbohydrates are in dif­ 
ferent forms, as starch in potatoes 
and old corn and sugar in young corn 
and beets. 
Beans are richer in pro­ 
tein than other vegetables. 
Celery 
has a high percentage of water, and 
is valuable for its ash. 
Unfortunately 
the common method of preparing veg 
etables is a very wasteful one. 
The 
most valuable part of a potato is very 
close to the skin, yet this is usually 
peeled off, and, of course, thrown 
away. 
Likewise, spinach is similarly 
abused. 
It is often plunged into a 
quantity* of water, which releases the 
valuable salts of the vegetable, and 
these finally find their way down the 
sink pipe. 
Spinach needs no added 
water in cooking. 
It will cook per­ 
fectly in its own juice, with very lit­ 
tle loss of valuable substance.

Re-examination of the health depart­ 
ment records yesterday disclosed that 
on June 13 Gerald McLin, 5 years old, 
of 3806 Maffitt avenue, was repeated 
as having symptoms of the disease. 
Dr. II. C. Woodruff, chief diagnosti­ 
cian of the health department, saw the 
Johnson child and decided that she 
had tubercular meningitis, instead of 
infantile paralysis. 
With 
the 
exception of these two 
there has been no case of the disease 
reported since April 
and 
only 
six 
cases were reported during the twelve 
months preceding. 
Dr. Woodruff says the disease, as 
it has appeared here from time to 
time, does not seem to be as virulent 
or as contagious as it is in New York. 
Few deaths have resulted from it and 
children of the same family have not 
contracted* it 
when 
exposed. 
Dr. 
Woodruff’s observation inclines him to 
the view that, as it appears here, the 
disease is contagious only in the case 
of children that are peculiarly sus­ 
ceptible.

Very Carefully. 


New York, July 7.—The health de­ 
partment announced yesterday that 
complete figures show that during the 
twenty-four hours preceding 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning 
twenty-four chil­ 
dren died of infantile paralysis in the 
greater city. 
Of the 623 cases reported in Greater 
New York, 174 have resulted in death. 
All the children are under 7 years 
old. 
Special bonds to provide money to 
fight infantile paralysis have been au­ 
thorized and today the health commis­ 
sioner is appealing for 120 additional 
nurses. There are 300 cases in three 
city hospitals. 
The last 
forty-eight 
hours has been the worst period since 
the epidemic began. 
In the twenty- 
four hours ending at IO o’clock yester­ 
day morning ninety-one 
cases 
had 
been verified in Brooklyn, eighteen in 
j Manhattan, two on Staten Island and 
two in Queens. 
No additional cases 
were reported from the Bronx. 
This 
makes 113 the toll for one day, which 
is the worst yet recorded. 
In Brook- 
lyn 157 cases were verified in forty- 
eight hours, and scot es of others were 
waning confirmation by the doctors. 
The death toll continues to be high. 
There were twenty-two deaths in the 
forty-eight hours preceding Monday 
noon, twenty-six deaths in the next 
twenty-four hours and, so far as could 
be learned, seven deaths from Tues­ 
day noon to yesterday morning. This 
makes a total of more than 150 deaths 
in approximately 600 cases—amortal 
ity that far surpasses that in any past 
experience with the disease. 
Reported in Other Cities. 
Reports came in indicating that the 
malady is gradually extending its rav­ 
ages to points up the state and to the 
west. In Hudson, N. Y., there are six 
cases, and others in Beacon, Kingston 
and Binghampton. Several suspicious 
cases were reported on Long Island, 
and the state department of health is 
taking measures to verify them Other 
points at which the disease was re­ 
ported are Newark, Newport, Boston, 
Cleveland and Bristol, Pa. 
Orders were issued to all institu­ 
tions having the care of children di­ 
recting that no person be permitted 
to visit the children during the con­ 
tinuation of the epidemic 
An excep­ 
tion is made in the case of children in 
hospitals desperately ill. 
In such in­ 
stances the relatives may see them at 
the discretion of the attending phy­ 
sician. 
A shortage of monkeys is handicap­ 
ping the work of the Rockefeller in­ 
stitute. 
The Siam animal is the only 
one yet found which will develop the 
disease by inoculation. 
For the de­ 
velopment of a scrum it is absolutely 
necessary to have such animals. 
Dust Spreads Disease. 
The health commissioner issued in­ 
structions yesterday regarding dust- 
ss cleaning. He advises that before 
floors are swept they be dampened 
with tea leaves or wet sawdust. Cur­ 
tains should be taken down for dust­ 
ing and woodwork cleaned with a w*et 
rag. 
The commissioner’s step was based 
on a series of experiments conducted 
by Dr. M. 
Neustaedter, 
neurologist, 
and his associate, Dr. William Throw. 
They gathered sweepings from a room 
which had held sufferers from infan­ 
tile paralysis. 
The sweepings were shaken for six 
hours in a salt solution and strained 
through cotton and a Berkfield fiber. 
The solution w'as then slightly evapo­ 
rated in a vacuum and a portion of it 
was injected into a monkey. 
Monkey Became Nervous. 
Seven davs af’erward the monkey 
became nervous and trembling and a 
day later its forepaw became para­ 
lyzed. 
It never recovered from the 
paralysis. 
Letters to every physician in the 
state summarizing all the information 
known about the disease, went out 
from the state 
health 
department. 
With the co-operations of the physi­ 
cians who may find suspected cases 
in their prat... 
, __u.ith Commission­ 
er Biggs hopes to ward off an up­ 
state epidemic. 
All the children arriving in Cleve­ 
land from New Y’ork are met at the 
station and examined. No cases have 
been reported. The wrork will be *on- 
tinued. 
One death is reported in a congested 
district of Binghampton, N. Y. 
Two cases cropped out in Newport, 
R. I., but the authorities there said 
hey believed the situaten
